Species C, drawn to a coupling-in device comprising a coupling-in area formed in 
a circle-segment-like fashion and focusing optics formed in a circle-segment-like fashion 
(Specification [0012]), and further comprising no stem (2 in Figure 1 , per Specification 
[0023]), i.e., directly coupled to the end of the optical fiber. 

Species D, drawn to a coupling-in device comprising a coupling-in area formed in 
a sphere-segment-like fashion and focusing optics formed in a sphere-segment-like 
fashion (Specification [0012]), and further comprising no stem (2 in Figure 1, per 
Specification [0023]), i.e., directly coupled to the end of the optical fiber. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic.
